SLAVERY IN ENGLAND.—England is 


the center of a vile and barbarous 
trade in slaves, and Italians are the 
traders. The slaves are poor Neapoli- 
tan children of tender age, lent out to 
hire for aterm of years or sold for a 
certain sum of money to Italian “pad- 
roni,” who import them into England, 
to depots established in London, Brad- 
ford, Worthing, Liverpool and other 
towns, from whence they are distribu- 
ted throughout the country and ex- 
hibited in the public streets of our 
cities and towns to plead for the mon- 
ey which eventually finds its way into 
the pockets of their employers. The 
poor children ean speak nothing but 
Italian, and they are therefore unable 
to tell of their wretchedness but to 
padroni themselves. Their homes are 
the lowest, where the only compapnion- 
ship is that of thieves, and, of course, 
they grow up without education. 
They are made to walk from Italy to 
England, through France, earning 
their bread by dancing and singing. 
Several deaths from exhaustion and fa- 
tigue have lately been discovered. 
The Charity Organization Society has 
been appointed to inquire into this 
nefarious system of trade, and the re- 
port states that there has been a great 
increase in the importation of little 
Italian girls in the past few years. 
The children are taught to play on 
musical instruments, and. to ply for 
alms at street corners. The pictur- 
esque costumes and piteous faces of 
the little girls who play tambourines, 
etc., almost -compel people, who at 
other times are generally averse to in- 
discriminate charity, to supply them 
with money, of which, by their ges- 
ture and appearance, they seem to be 
in great need. If these kind hearted 
people knew the result of their mista- 
ken ‘generosity there would be a rapid 
decline in the barbarous trade.—Cas- 
sel’s Magazine,

THE “Timks” ON JONES SILVER BILL. 
—New York, October 23.-—A Times 
editorial on the Congressional proceed- 
ings says Senator Jones has introduced 
his promised bill for the remonetiza- 
tion of the silver dollar. It provides 
fer unlimited coinage without charge 
of the dollar of 41216 grains standard 
fineness, to be legal tender for all 
debts public and private, for. which 
payment in some other form is not 
expressly contracted. It will be seen 
that this is exactly in accordance with 
the programme of the Jones Commis- 
sion, except that the relation of silver 
under the act referred to, 
would be 15-98 to 1, while Jones in 
his report favored the ratio of 1514 to 
1. As the Senator has given excellent 
reasons why, under the ratio now pro-. 


silver in circulation, and as there are 
equally good reasons for the predic- 
tion that it could not be kept in cir- 
culation steadily under any fixed ratio, — 
we trust that the Senate will dispose 


of the bill accordingly.

He 
spits as a sign ofastonishment; he spits 
as a sign of defiance, he spits to avert an 
evil omen; he spits for a fine day, and 
he spits against bad weather—in short, 
he spits at or for anything and every- 
thing. 

The fear of the evil eye is universal; 
the Russian peasant attributes all his 
diseases to it, and generally expects 


the doctor to cure them by counter in- 


catations and magic rites, and fre- 
quently visits upon bim the anger he 
feels for his unknown enemy, accusing 
the doctor of joining in the conspiracy 
to bewitch him.—London Framiner.

It has been found by experience 
that much greater economy and effi- 
ciency can be attained in the manu- 
facture of butter and cheese where the 
milk of a large number of cows is 
handled and manipulated by one man- 
agement, than where the milk of a 
few cows is handled and made up in- 
to butter or cheese separately. There 
is but little difference in the expense 
of running a dairy of twenty-five cows 
or one of°one hundred cows. One 
good butter or cheese maker can take 
care of and make up the milk of one 
hundred cows, while it will take about 
all the time of the same person to care 
tor and make up the milk from one- 
fourth of that number of cows. The 
expense of taking to market and mar- 
ketiffo the products of a hundred 
cows will be but little if any more 
than the expense attending the same 
business for twenty-five cows. 

The tools, sugh as cheese vats, heat- 
ing apparatus, cheese presses, etc., 
used in the manufacture of cheese, and 
such as churns, butter workers, etc., 
used in the manufacture of butter, 
cost much less in proportion fora 
hundred cows than for one-fourth that 
number. In fact, every item of ex- 
pense is reduced proportionately ina 
large dairy compared to what it is in 
a small dairy, whether the business of 
the dairy be to make butter or cheese. 
But the stronger argument in favor of 
association in the dairy business has 
been found in the improved quality of 
the products. Where the milk of one 
hundred or more cows is handled _ to- 


cheese, better system and greater ex- 
actness and uniformity is universally 
attained, than where the milk of a few 
cows is handled by the same _ person, 
or by persons of equal skill and abil- 
ity. ‘he result is a_ better article, 
and more of it. from the same quan- 
tity of milk. , 

These statements have been verified 
by actual experience wherever cheese 
and butter have been made in the 
United States and every other coun- 
try. The introduction of the factory 


of New York not only greatly in- 
creased the amount of cheese per cow, 
but in a very few years it so improved 
the quality of the cheese that the fac- 
tory-made commanded twenty-five per 
cent. greater prices than that made by 
farmers generally on their farms in the 
The principal reason 
why New York-made butter, for the 
past twenty years, brought from five 


city of New York than did that made 
in the Western States, is attributable 
more to the fact that the New York- 
ers made dairying a specialty, while in 
the West butter making was only a 
sort of adjunct to the other operations 
of the farm. Since the association of 
those making butter in the Western 
States, in the form of creameries, in 
which all the milk of several farms:is 
brought together and made up in one 
establishment, and under one manage- 
ment, Western butter brings as good 
prices in New York City and else- 
where as that made in the best sec- 
tions of New York State. The butter 
made in the western creameries com- | 
mands ten cents a pound more in all 
butter markets than that. does made | 
on the farms in the same _ neighbor- | 
hood. A similar state of facts is. be-. 
ing developed in California. The 
large dairies, where the milk from one 
hundred to one thousand cows is made 
into either cheese or butter, report a

Drying Flowers in Sand, 


There are many of our brilliant flow- 
ers, such as dahlias, pansies, geranlums, 
sweet. Williams, carnations, gladioll, 
which may be preserved so as to re- 
tain their color for years. White flow- 
ers will not answer so well for this 
purpuse; nor any succulent plant, as 
hyacinths or cactus. Take deep dishes, 
of sufficient depth to allow the flowers 
to be covered an inch deep with sand; 
get the common white sand, such as is 
used for scouring purposes, cover the 
bottom of the dish with a layer half 
an inch deep, and then lay in the flow- 
ers with the stems downward, holding 
them firmly in place while you sprin- 
kle more sand over them, until all the 
places between the petals are filled 
and the flowers are buried out of sight. 
A broad dish will accommodate quite 
a large number, and allow. sufficient 
sand between. Set the dish ina dry, 
warm place, where they will dry grad- 
ually, and at. the end of the week pour 
off the sand and examine them; if 
there is any moisture in the sand it 
must be dried before using again, or 
fresh sand may be poured over them 
the same as before. Some, flowers 
will require weeks to dry, while others 
will become sufficiently dry to put 
away in a week or ten days. By this 
simple process flowers, ferns, etc., are 
preserved in their proper shape, as 
well as in their proper color, which is 
a far better way than to press them in 
books. When arranged in groups and 
mounted on cards, or in. little straw 
baskets, they may be placed in frames 
or under glass.—Floral Cabinet.

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MARKET REPORT. 


In the San Francisco market trade 
and prices are somewhat lighter than 
the preceding week. Flour has fallen 
25 cents on the barrel, wheat has 


dropped a few cents and fresh meats 


do not command as high prices. The 
decline in meats arises from large 
shipments from Oregon and northern 
California. The market being a little 
weak for the sale of dressed meats, 
will delay for a week or two meat 
shipments from Reno. We are cred- 
itably informed that the Meat Ship- 
ping Association will not commence 
the shipment of meat in refrigerator 
cars until the 10th of next month. 
The wool market, both in California 
and this State, is very quiet. 

In the Reno market the only change 
to note is a fall in the price of flour of 
25 cents on the hundred. Trade thas 
been good with our merchants. With 
few exceptions it has been better than 
a few weeks preceding the Fair. Our 
largest merchants are now doing an 
extensive Winter supply trade on the 
outside. Small merchants, cattle 
men and and large farmers are buying 
Winter supplies. A large quantity of 
butter, potatoes, etc., are being ship- 
ped to Dutch Flat, Auburn, Colfax, 
and other points between here and 
Sacramento. Real estate transactions 
have been light during the entire 
month, as will be seen by the recorded 
sales found elsewhere. * The decline 
has been about 33 per cent. over the 
preceding month. Trade will hold 
good for several weeks yet, even if we 
have a¥snow storm ‘The effect of

Our complaints then and now were 
made in pursuit of information fur- 
nished by County Commissioners, 
prominent citizens of this town, and 
taxpayers of this county.

/ that Court or any other Court. should 


understand that, while not desiring to 
impeach their personal characters, 
while willing and anxious to do each 
one of them justice, we are still fully 
determined that whenever the people 
want an account or a reason, they are 
to have it. [thas been the custom of this 
county never to arraign an official 
except upon personal motives. With 
these we have nothing to do, but when 
it comes to official record and expense 
we shall discuss freely and fzirly.

How To PrkvENT Snorine.—The 
nights are now cold and leng and will 
continue to be so for several] months. 
It is the season for good, nocturnal 
sleep, but what is more boring to one 
than to sleep with another who makes 
a wretched noise all night. His mouth 
open and a throat not too healthful 
exposed to the cold night air, while 
thesoft palate, or uvula, keeps a rasping 
vigil of all is not well. One who 
breathes through his mouth and nose 
subjects the uvula, that little tongue- 
shaped projection from the back part 
of the palate, to a vibratory motion, 
i.e., it flaps like a curtain in the wind. 
In sleep this soft palate is more re- 
laxed than when one is awake, and 
hence is more readily controlled by 
the air currents in respiration. In 
snoring the mouth and nose are both 
kept open, and the air passing in and 
out of the lungs moves the little cur- 
tain, or uvula, and causes it to rapidly 
vibrate —hence snoring. If the mouth 
be closed, the normal condition dur- 
ing sleep, the air current passes along 
ene channel, viz., the nostrils, and 
thence to and from the lungs. The 
air presses the soft palate forward and 
down until it rests against the base of 
the tongue, and holding it there will 
of course preclude all snoriag. The 
injurious effects of keeping the mouth 
open during sleep are partly known to 
all, we say; yes, we know that the air 
which we breathe should be warmed 
by passing through the air chambers 
of the nostrils; alse that bronchial 
and catarrhal complaints are facil- 
itated -by inhalation through the 
mouth. But how shall we prevent it 
unless we tie up our lower jaw during 
the hours of slumber? You have the 
idea—that lower jaw must be kept in 
place. We present one device, that 


of a noted physician, you can model ; 


from it: Make for your head a close 
fitting cap, alse one of soft material 


for your chin; connect the two by a 


piece of elastic webbing, passing just 
in front of the ears. The connecting 
webbing of course can easily be ad- 
justed so fiat the mouth may be kept 
closed. This apparatus is simple and 
cheap and may prove of benefit to the 
snorers who are many, and an effect- 
ual preventive of a nuisance to those 
whose lot it is to sleep in the same 
building.

We next find that the county 
paid to Mr.. Richardsen as Justice, and 
BFArlow as Constable, for the first 
nine months of the present year, the 
sum of twenty-six hundred and _ sixty- 
three dollars and forty cents. Now 
presuming that the last three months 
will average the same as the first nine 
months, the expense to the county for 
the year 1877 will be over thirty-five 
hundred and fifty dollars. Thus it 
will be seen that what costs the county 
seven hundred and eighty-four dollars 
in 1873, now costs over thirty-five 
hundred and fifty dollars, or nearly 
five times.as mueh. As above stated, 
we do not claim that this difference is 


‘of the present incumbents who admin-

costs to the county is greater than it 


pense to the county is not altogether 
caused by the increase in the business 
of the Police Court. 

We are of the vpinion that the rule 
prevailing in the Justice Court of Re- 
no, in criminal cases, when found 
guilty, that he “pay costs of prosecu- 
tion,” is wrong, and that it is the in- 
tention and meaning of the statute 


in all cases and the cost to follow 
such direct and specific sum if the 


court should so believe it his duty to 
order. If this rule was observed, 
each case of conviction where the de- 
fendant was able to pay, would 
yield an indirect revenue tothe county 
and would help to make the office of 
| magistrate self-sustaining. As another 
‘means of reducing the bills charged 
| to the county by said court, the Grand 


Jury would suggest a strict compli-. 


ance with the requirements of section 
| 2240 of the Compiled Laws of Neva- 
da, which provides that if the prese- 
‘cution is fousd to be malicious or 
iwithout probable cause the costs 
may be taxed to and collected from 
the party making the complaint. 
But it is suggested that Reno has 
a majority of the criminals of the 
county and therefore a majority of the 
criminal business. To this we would 
answer that the amount of fines col- 
lected and paid into the County Treas- 
ury from the several magistrates of the 
county, is an evidence that such is not 
the case. From the books of the 
Auditor and Treasurer of the county, 
we find that the outside Justices have 
paid into the county for fines collected 
almost twice as much as Reno during 
the same time. In fact the office at 
Wadsworth has returned more than 
Reno during the time stated. Thus 
Wadsworth paid in on account of fines 
the sum of three hundred and eleven 
dollars and seventy-five cents, while 
Reno only paid two hundred and for- 
ty-three dollars and seventy-five cents. 
The query nattrally arises, are the 
criminals in the outside precincts bet- 
ter able to pay fines, or do the officers 
of such courts more promptly and 
honestly administer the laws? 

In conclusion we will say with re- 
gard to the above matter, that the
